The second person -whom T saw thus 
done to death was one of a party of duck 
hunters« who had been shootinj; in the 
weedy passavìe between Grand and Huclc- 
horn Islands. 
Inapittj of hii companions* 
advice to the contrary, this man deler- 
mined to remain out all ni^ht, in the 
hope of making a good bag in the early 
morninir. 


The Inst thinfj his comrades saw oflnm 
—Fo they told us—he had drawn the bo^ 
of his boat a little way up on a sand bar 
at the lower end of Buckhoni Jtlaud, 
and laid himself down to sleep in her. 


It is supposed that, while ho slept, a 
chani(c of wind caused the water to rise 
suiiiciently to set the boat free—a mod- 
erate down stream breeze would do it. 
At all events, shortly after daybreak next 
morninir, some one of the 
Chippewa's 
early risers calleJ out that uu empty boat 
was goin^ over the falls, 
A knot 
of 
interested spectators soon flocked down 
to the river s edge to sec the exciting 
eveut—opinions 
beîn;^ 
abotit equally 
divided as to whether the light 
skiÒ 
would live to reach the cataract itself, 
nr would go to pieces on touching the 
Rapids» 


As we thus speculated, our idle talk 
was suddenly replaced by a ;xoneral cry 
of horror, for, from the bottom of what

came visible, and the next moment he 
rose to his feet.

^otwithstandinc^ tho dan^ierous prox- 
imity of 
the Falls, people are con- 
tinually crossing; and 
recrossing 
the 
river here, between the American and 
Canadian shores. 


Gieat caution is generally exercised 
by boatmen, and the loss of life on this 
stretch of water is less than on any body 
of equal width—constantly travsrsed by 
Email open boats—that I know of. 
De- 
plorable fatalities have occurred from 
time to time, but these have always been 
the result of i*jnorauce, or gross care- 
lessness. 


Three cases of this kind have come 
under ray own observation and I was un- 
happy enough to see the victims drawn 
down to the first leap qf the Rrtpids, 
after which not a trace of any one of 
them was ever seen. 


One of these instances was that of a 
farmer, who drove his horses and waqon 
into the cdqe of the rivjr, at a shoal 
place about a railo ubove Chippewa, to 
let tho animals drink—that particular 
spot being the only one for many miles 
which was adapted for the purpose. 


The man, though 
periectly fawiiliar 
witti the locality, careleusly drove in 
too far, and, upon nttemptin;> to turn

Instead of Jumping at once for boats, 
a number of men, as if doubtinj? Mrs. 
Armstrong's word, ran down to where a 
view of the Niasfara could be obtained, 
and there afioat on its surface in an old 
boat, saw Jimmy apparently enjoying 
his ride, but being gradually earned 
outward and down 6tream. 


It seems that the little, 
five-year-old 
fellow had b^oa playinji in a small scow, 
tho bow of which rested liffhtly on the 
beach, and had rocked it free of its 
hold, to his great delight an I floated 
serenely away. 


On the west bank of Welland River, 
about 25Ü yards above its junction with 
the Niagara, stood the house and shop 
of Joel Lyons, a stout, muscular shoe- 
maker and a practised oarsman. 
On 
hearing 
tho 
alarm given, 
this 
man 
wasted no time in idle exclamations, but 
ran at once to where several boats were 
moored further up stream. 
Selecting

man not to throw away his own life in so 
mad 
an 
attempt. 
But 
the 
brave 
fellow paid no heed to their cries. 
Out 
to the broad bosom of the Niagara he 
pushed, 
and 
was 
presently 
flying 
obliquely down and across stream with 
the speed of a racing-shell. 
His wife 
screamed aloud in an agony of apprehen- 
sion, and to even the coolest among us 
it seemed all too horribly certain that 
we should witness a double tragedy. 


More and more earnestly, jwithout a 
break or a skip, and with never-relaxing 


adequately dcscfibe tho scene which fol* 
owed. 


This incident is a matter of history, I 
presume, but I may inform those who 
now read of it for tho first time, that tne 
Royal Humane Society of Enjiland soon 
after sent to Mr. Lvons its gold medal, 
in recognition of his darinij deed—how 
darinjT no one unacquaintcl with itj 
scene can realize.—Romance.

Tao riantalit as Food 


The texture of the plantain in Demar- 
ara is such that at whatever stage it U 
useJ, wheiher green or ripe, it must be 
cooked to make it palatable. 
Plantains 
are chiefly used by the populace while 
still green—i. e., cut at some period be- 
fore they are full grown. 


They arc cooked either by boiling or 
roasting, chiefly the iormer. To success- 
fully peel a green plantain without soil- 
ing it, the operation must be performed 
With wet hands or with the fruit im- 
mersed in water. 
The nlantain contains 
a measure of tannic acid and consequent- 
ly in boiling in a metal p j t has a ten- 
dency to turn very dark. 
This may, 
however, be prevented by boiling a little 
fat with the Iruit—say a bit of fut pork. 
Green plantains are also used for making 
soup. 
For this purpose they are boiled 
and then pounded in a mortar, 
waen 
they form a homogeneous 
mass like 
dough, which is put into soup and e^ten 
with it. 
In the mature, but stUl green, 
stage plantains are roasted and eaten 
with butter, pepper and salt, and in some 
cases cheese.

ri.ANTIXG AN ASP.VKAGUS BED. 


The right time to plant an asparagus 
bed is either in the fall or early spring, 
so you can take your chiice. 
We pre- 
fer the autumn if the roots can 
be 
as 
readily obtained, because there is usually 
more time to prepare the 
beds and 
for 
planting than in spring, when all k\nd, 
of gardening operations 
are 
pressing. 
No special preparation 
of the 
soil is 
necessary further tuau to plowitdeeph% 
and if it is uo6 rich enougli make it so 
by liberal dressings of good stable ma- 
nure. 
If broken up eight to ten inches 
deep it will answer very well for aspara- 
gus grown for home u-re, v.^hich is usu- 
ally cut at the suriace 
of the ground, 
and not several inches below it, as prac- 
tised by gardeners wno raise this vege- 
table for uiancet. 
One or two years old 
plants are best for setting out, and these 
should be placed 
in 
rows four or five 
feet apart, an I from three to four feet 
in the row. 
By giving the plants plenty 
of 
room the stalks 
will grow 
mucb 
larger than when the plants are crowded, 
even if liberally top-dres^'ed with manure 
every season. 
Trenehes for the recep- 
tion of the rcots nuy be opened Avith a 
[)low or shovel, and 
when 
set in the 
bottom, and live or six inches below the 
natural surface of the ground, the soil 
may be thrown back over them and the 
bed mide level again with rake or I: ar- 
row. 
Only 
a moJerate 
quantity of 
manure need be inixei with the 
roots 
are in place spread 
a liberal 
quantity 
over the Stirfaco. 
No manure should b j 
buried under the plants, as often prac- 
ti.sed, for the rjots will not descend to 
secure nutriment; 
he ice, placing 
it in 
such a position is to waUe it. 
All fer- 
tilizers should be applied to the surface 
of the bed and be left to be carried down 
by rain, or merely woikel in with the 
hoe and 
cultivator. 
A light soil is 
preferable to a heavy one for aspaiagus, 
but it will grow almut anywhere except 
in very wetland,—New York Sun.

(rencral Gnl)in presided. T h e 
committee, 
instead of making the 
award a competitive one, chose rather 
to select distinguished sculptors and 
have them to slate the amount lor 
which thev would undertake the work 
to make their own design, subject to 
the approval of the Commission after 
wards. 
F. Ed wm El well o(Ncw 
York, 
was the first before the Commission 
and slated thai ii left lo choose his own 
design he would make the bronze statue 
ot General Hancock for $22,000, with 
out the pedestal. 
He was awarded the 
contract. 
Mr. Ehvell is a sculptor of 
note, and studied at the National Con- 
servatory of Fine Arts in Paris. He 
has made a number of fine statues, 
chicfof which is his "Dickens and Lit- 
tle Nell," which stood in front of the 
Philadelphia Post Office building for 
some months. 
H e has been given a 
number of medals, one from the Art 
Club in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Elwellsays 
his idea of the Hancock statue now is 
to make it equestrian of colossal size, 
the horse being nine ft. to the withers. 
Hancock will be lepresented as waving 
his hand in the direction of Little 
Round Top from the spot where now 
stands the hij;b water mark tablet on 
the Gettysburg field, indicating that he 
chose that spot to do battle with the 
enemy. 
Mrs. 
Hancock 
will furnish 
the uniforn:! and accoutrements so that 
they will be historically correct. T h e 
statue so far as regards the face, is ro 
be subject to her approval, and she will 
see the work from time to time as it is 
being completed. 


The com mission had asked Mr. Bush- 
Brown, of Newburg, N. Y., to under 
take the work of the Meade statue and 
he v/as prei^ent to submit, as a speci- 
men of his work, the clay model of the 
equestrian statue of General 
Sherman 
that he is making for Sherman's Vet- 
erans. 
Mr. Bush Brown agreed to un 
dertake the work of the Meade statue 
but wanted four years' time, whereas 
the Hancock statue is to be ready in 
lwi> years. 
His price, too, was rather 
high, and the commission, after con- 
sulting, did not close the contract and 
held the matter over until it meets in 
Philadelphia in the latter part of Dec. 


There was no design submitted for 
the Reynolds statue but it is expected 
that a djstingnibhed sculptor will pro 
position at the next meeting,

Now,I have notseen reindeer in all parts 
of the world, but I have made long jour- 
ue3'8 with them in Northern Siberia, and 
dwelt for wcekj among the Jakuts, who 
own 
these animals up there, some of 
whom possess herds of them numbering 
ten or even twenty thousand. 
The ap- 
pearance of the Siberian reindeer is some- 
what of a disappointment, perhaps, to 
those who first made pictorial 
ftcquaint- 
ancs with the delicately built animals

or partnd^^e or ccroase at the restaurants. 
In winter, this moss U covered with hard 
snow to a depth of twelve to twenty or 
more inches, and then the powerful hoofs 
of the reindeer are brought into play and 
the tenler, succulent plant is uuanowed. 
In summer the deer are taken by 
their 
owners away up into 
the 
mountains, 
where they live a pleasant existence for 
a few months, being called upon only to 
supply milk for tho younger 
generation 
of Jakuts, skius for their winter 
dresses 
and food to be kept frozen during 
the 
long winter. 


Reindeer arc summer nomads, and they 
are the ones who 
compel 
their 
Jakut 
owners 
to a 
nomadit? life, since they 
must always have fresh pastures of their 
favorite mosi. 
Then 
they aro 
called 
upon to assist the Jakut family in mov- 
ing, and when moving d'iy comes they 
are laden with little 
pack-saddles, eacd 
carrying forty or fifty pounds' weight of 
the family belongings, and the skins and 
slender birches from waich the huts arc 
built, while tho larger ones aro saddled 
for the eider members of the family, who 
are as slender of lliub and slight of struc- 
ture as the reindeer 
themselves, and a 
few of the trusted members of the nerd, 
those that occupy the position of 
bell- 
wethers, are intrustel with 
peculiarly 
constructed 
packs, on 
either 
side 
of 
which is fituilod, among warm furs and 
down, the baby members of 
the Jakut 
family. 


How well I remember 
my flrit jour- 
neys on a deer'Sled. 
This 
is a curious 
ailair, and, being providecJ with a hood 
made of felt, its resemblance to a giant 
baby's cradle 
on runners is 
complete. 
Before reaching the regions inhabited by 
the Tonguse, it has to bo drawn 
by a 
single borie, for tho deer are not met 
with until you get a couple of hundred 
milts north of Yakutsk. 
I had at last 
reached the Siberia of exile novelists, }n 
wJiich you do not believe until you find 
yourself in such % weird, dreary bcenery 
—a 
vast whited 
cemetery, where the 
black, leafless, riven tree stand grim ts 
gravestones, as if 
marking the 
place 
where Nature herself ^ 
buried for nine 
ffloach« of ihe^MUS* 


ranee, beyond which were further hun- 
dreds of miles of desolation itill more 
complete, when tho trees woald grow 
scraggier and the plains more whited and 
grim. 
We entered upon tho foothills 
of the great range, and had still a good 
thiny miles to raako before we should 
come to the station where the deer were 
to await US. 
The scenery became more 
weird and majestic as we aavanced, and 
about ten in the morning 
skirted tho 
foot of the high snow-clad and cloud, 
capped 
rantre, 
mostly 
in 
the forest 
graveyard, tho way winding hither and 
thither, backward and forward through 
the prim, 
closely 
set trunks, 
whoso 
branches were loaded down with their 
heavy burdens of tho freshly fallen snow. 
But it was weaty work for the horses, 
and wo did not make much more than 
three miles an hour. 
How I longed for 
the speedier kind of locomotion, and for 
a sight of the reindeer I And about noon 
we finally came upon tho Tonguse birch 
bark tent, where we were either to get 
the deer or to have them sent on to tho 
station. 


Tne tent was situated picturesquely in 
a small clearing. 
Round about it stood 
a score 
of 
welbconditioned deer that 
gazed 
at us in a curious fashion with 
their large, tender, brown eyes. 
Inside 
the yourte, as the tents are called, tho 
Tonguse 
family were all gathered, tho 
men smoking and looking after the fire, 
the 
women 
engaged 
in feeding their 
children. 
The 
head 
of 
tho 
family 
promised to have the deer sent to Eetygl, 
that was the name of the 
next 
station» 
in good time, and we proceeded on with, 
our horses to the end of tho station. 
It 
was a mistake, however, that we did not 
annex the deer there and then, for 
tho 
remaining thirty versts were much worse 
than 
anything 
we had before experi- 
enced. 
Finally, 
about 
three in' the 
afternoon, the Cossack guide, 
mounted 
on the leading team, 
declared 
himself 
unable to find the way further. 


For over an hour we waited while the 
Yakuts searched in vain for a road and I 
began to make up my mind for a night 
in the forest, when, to our jo^', we dis- 
cerned a long string of deef coming 
toward us through the deep snow. 
It 
was a strange procession when it cama 
up. 
There were about twenty aniinaK-, 
divided into three groups, one following 
in the other's tracks. 
On the leading 
deer rode a little Tonguese boy of ton or 
twelve, clad in deerskins, bis little fur 
cap hiding all but his eyes. 
The five 
following deer bore little pack 
saddles, 
on which were fastened the goods and 
utensils of a Yakut household. 
Then 
came the next group, of six animal?, 
similarly laden, but from one of the bur- 
dens of a quiet'going animal I heard 
cries that could not be mistaken. 


The double-pac:c saddle arrangements 
were fashioned like a very large pair of 
canvas-covered pistol hostlers, and the 
cries issuing from them indicated that 
these arrangements held tho Yakut baby 
and the next youngest member of the 
family, the former, doubtless, 
careiully 
packed in his cradle and kept warm with 
hay and deerskins or furs. 
The remain 
ing animals of the group bore each a 
small 
burden 
of household furniture. 
Then followed the third group. 
On tho 
leader rode the Tonguse mother, clad in 
deerskin trousers and coat and fur cap, 
her limbs dangling down on either sida 
of the animaTa neck, while she kept her 
equilibiium skillfully on the little saddle 
placed on the shoulders of the deer. 


But some rude treatment fell to the 
lot of the poor fellow which I, unfortu- 
nately, could not prevent. 
My Cossack 
demanded that he should leave his fam- 
ily, and return with us and show us the 
way to Betygl. 
This he refused at first 
to do, whereupon the Cossack compelled 
him to turn, and, mounted on his deer, 
to lead ue on our m ay. 
Having 
been 
placed in the care of tho Cossack, who 
understood his business well, I thouq;ht 
it best to let things go on as he arranged, 
and I think that in the end both ] and 
the Tonguse father were thankful. 
"We 
had still fifteen versts of forest and deep 
snow to get through, and under our new 
guide this was accomplished in splendid 
style. 


The old man took 
his 
compulsory 
journey in good temper, his deer trotte l 
in and out and among tho trees at â 
capital rate, leadin:; us 
over u 
road, 
however, that deties description for its 
hummocks and hills and hollows and 
dangerous places. 
The old man kepc 
always ahead, but locked back constantly 
to see how we were getting 
on. 
He 
seemed for all the world like a gnome 
leading us a wilUo'^-tae* wisp procession 
among tne weixd realms of snow and ico 
and forest and mountain. 


At last Betygl was reached 
and tht 
old man received his reward in a good 
feed—v/hich he said he had lacked fe* 
the last three days, and for Mr^iich reason 
he was removing his family to better 
hunting grounds and plenty of tea and 
tobacco. 
He first ato three pounds of 
black bread; this was followed by a 
good pound of rancid butter, and finally 
by tho meatless knuckle bono of n leg 
of mutton. 
I don't know how bard h 
knuckle bono is to eat, but tho old man*s 
teeih were puc bravely to work end 
every particle was crunched up and ccn- 
fiumed. 
His teeth were superbly strong, 
and yet they had munched and crnnchrj.i 
at least sixty long winters and snort 
summers and then could attack and de- 
molish a knuckle joint bone with e&se. 


This was my first meeting with bi* 
berian reindeer and one of their q^uaio/ 
Tufi^use owners»

INTKItlOU DECOnATIONS. 


There is a crowing severity of simpH- 
cltv in interior decoration that is very 
welcome, for until recently most parlors 
have looked like curiosity shops, and tho 
ornaments, if one may so misapply the 
term, have been really fit for tho rubbish 
heap. It IS a afood idea for housekeepers 
to dispense with all but most necessarj 
furnishings until they can give beauty, 
comfort and quality first consideration» 
and this remark is equally true when it 
is applied to articles intended solely for 
decoration. 
Pictures, books and palms 
ornament a house more than anything 
ols6, but photo^iraphs ana family por- 
traits should bo relocated to tho living 
rooms, for whatever may bo or might 
have been the beauty of the minds and 
characters ot our kinsfolk and friends, 
their physioiruomies are frequently such 
as to strike terror to the heart of the 
casual caller.—Brooklyn Citiz3n. 


' now TO CLEAN BRASS. 


Brass, to be kept in proper order, 
should bo cleaned at least once a week, 
while It is the custom in households with 
well-trained 
domestics 
to hava brass 
andiroi:s, 
fenders and other 
firo-place 
furniture given a liyfht rubbing every 
day. 
In cleaning brass it must first be 
relieved of all canker an j other spots to 
which the metal is subject, from contact 
with acids, exposure to water or other 
causes. 
An 
application 
of 
alcohol, 
spirits of turpentine, benzine or kerosene 
will generally remove all ordinary spots 
on 
brass, unless very 
old spots, the 
metal in some eases see ning so perfectly 
to absoib foreign substances that the re- 
moving of them amounts almost to au 
impossibility. 
Spots removed, there it 
no raoro certain cleansing and polishing 
application for brass than rotten stono 
and oil. 
Rotten stone usually comes in 
lumps. 
Before using for polishing brass 
it must bo rcduced to powder, and in 
this state 
it quickly 
dissolves to 
a 
smooth consistency when 
mixed 
with 
olive oil. 
A thin paste of the prepara- 
tion should be rubbed lightly on 
tho 
metal, and when perfectly dry it should 
be rubbed otE vigorously witn a flannel 
cloth, the 
finishing 
polish being given 
with the powder, dry, and subsequent 
rubbing with a clean flannel cloth or 
cnamois skin.—New York World,

Three 
maiden 
la lies, who were young wnen 
the china-breaking troops came, compose 
the family, and this ia the way the rito 
of dishwashing is conducted: 


AU the edibles are 
removed, and the 
pretty, creamy china with its purple and 
gilt band 
is carefully scraped 
with a 
scrap of bread. 
To scrape with a knifo 
would be held a crime. 
Then it is piled 
neatly on a low table about tho size of a 
sewing table. 
Tne 
cut 
glass and old- 
fashioned silver are also piled there, 


Then one of the sisters takes her place 
on a chair before it and another hers on 
the side. 
A big bowl o' water just hot 
enough for the hands to woi k in com- 
fortably and soft cloths are brought. 


Tho articles arc washed piece by piece, 
by one sister, tho silver and glass first, 
then the cnina. 
Then tho second sister 
dries them on soft linen 
cloths, and 
places them on 
the 
ct.icr table. 
No 
mops, no 
boiling 
water, no pding of 
dishes and pouring of water over tnem 
is ever allowed. 
And 
that 
is why thu /^h 
dishes are not crac.ted or nicked, ttiough 
tney aro worn thin. 
Besides, the 
pro- 
cess invests dishwashing with a certain 
sort of poetry.—St. Louis Republic.
